Intelligence  Bureau  at  Adelaide  states  that  an  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  prosperity  of  South  Australia  is  to  be 
found  in  the  comparatively  large  number  of  motor 
cars  and  cycles  in  use.

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INCOME  TAX  LEVIED  ON  COMMERCIAL  TRAVELLERS 
VISITING  QUEENSLAND. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  179  of  the  “Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  25th  Januarj%  1912,  regarding  Income  Tax  levied  on 
commercial  travellers  visiting  Queensland,  and  particularly  to  the 
statement  made  at  the  end  of  the  notice  that  it  appeared  that  “  before 
a  sale  becomes  assessable  for  income  tax  the  traveller  or  agent  must 
have  actually  called  upon  the  house  giving  the  order,”  a  despatch  has 
now  been  received  from  the  office  of  H.^I.  Trade  Commissioner  in 
Melbourne,  to  the  effect  that  the  Queensland  Commissioner  of  Income 
Tax  has  explained  the  view  of  his  Department  to  be  that  when  an 
agent  visits  Queensland  on  behalf  of  principals,  all  business  done  in 
that  State  by  the  principals  is  deemed  to  be  the  result  of  such  agent’s 
visit,  and  that  income  tax  is  therefore  assessable  on  the  ivhole  of  the 
business  done  by  the  principals  in  Queensland,  whether  the  agent  has 
actually  called  upon  the  buyers  or  not.  Even  in  the  case  of  orders 
reaching  a  British  firm  through  a  bujfing  or  shipping  firm  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  it  has  been  laid  down  that  the  business  is  assessable 
provided  the  British  firm  is  aware  of  the  destination  of  the  goods. 
In  the  case  of  such  orders  it  is  understood  that  the  general  practice 
is  that  shipping  marks,  showing  the  port  of  destination,  are  supplied 
to  the  British  firm  by  the  shipping  or  buying  agent,  and  therefore  it 
is  held  by  the  Department  of  the  Queensland  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner  that  the  British  firm  must  be  aware  of  the  destination  of  the 
goods.  (fiioi.)

NOTICE  TO  BRTLTSH  TRADERS  WITH  TURKEY. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  567  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  14th  ^larch,  1912,  and  to  previous  notices,  relative  to 
the  conviction  at  Smyrna  of  members  of  the  “  Black  Band,”  and 
naming  three  of  them,  w'ho  w'ere  condemned  to  two  years  imprisonment, 
the  sentence  on  the  others  being  one  year,  H.M.  Consul  at  Constanti¬ 
nople  (Mr.  A.  T.  .Waugh)  writes  as  follows  relative  thereto  in  his 
report  on  the  trade  of  that  district  in  1912,  wdiich  will  shortly  be 
issued : — 

“  Notwithstanding  all  the  warnings  published  in  trade  reports  and 
Chamber  of  Commerce  journals  from  Constantinople  and  Smyrna,  the 
Black  Gang  was  more  active  and  successful  than  ever  in  1912. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  Black  Gang  swindles  wdiich  were 
reported  to  the  Constantinople  Consulate  during  1912  : — 

A  Nottingham  firm  paid  50  per  cent,  (about  £90)  in  advance  on  a 
consignment  of  “  scoured  w  hite  wool,”  wffiich  upon  arrival  turned  out 
to  be  a  mixture  of  cow  ’s  hair  and  lime  of  a  totally  different  w  eight. 
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A  Dublin  firm  of  candle  manufacturers  ordered  1^  tons  of  “  genuine 
beeswax,”  and  paid  80  per  cent.,  or  £140,  in  advance.  The  goods  on 
arrival  weighed  only  f  ton  and  consisted  of  almost  valueless  “  off- 
colour”  paraffin  wax. 

Another  Dublin  firm  lost  £170  by  precisely  the  same  trick. 

A  Birmingham  firm  paid  cash  against  documents  for  “  a  parcel  of 
hair,”  which  upon  arrival  proved  to  be  valueless  matter  of  one-quarter 
of  the  specified  weight. 

Finding  that  the  rubbish  which  it  sent  to  Europe  and  America  was 
not  appreciated  by  the  buyers,  the  gang  has  now  gone  one  better  and 
has  had  false  bills  of  lading  printed,  which  it  supplies  to  its  clients. 
The  same  purpose  is  served,  as  the  buyer  advances  his  80  per  cent, 
just  as  readily  on  the  forged  bill  of  lading,  and  the  gang  is  spared 
the  expense  and  trouble  of  shipping  the  rubbish. 

The  obvious  p'ecaution  is  to  enquire  from  the  Consulate,  or  from  the 
British  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  Constantinoi>le,  before  dealiny  %vith 
strangers  on  the  Turkish  market.” 


BRITISH  TRADE  ABROAD. 

Hawaii. — The  following  information  is  from  the  report  b}*  tlie 
Acting  British  Consul  at  Honolulu  (Mr.  Harrington)  on  the  trade 
of  Hawaii  in  1911-12  which  will  shortly  be  issued  :  — 

The  year  ended  30th  June,  1912,  was  the  culmination  of  a  period 
of  prosperous  years  for  Hawaii.  Sugar  prices  were  high,  and 
exports  of  other  products  advanced  steadily  ;  the  extension  of  various 
public  works  and  of  military  and  naval  establishments  caused  the 
disbursement  of  considerable  funds  ;  while  the  tourist  traffic,  both 
that  to  the  islands  themselves  and  that  passing  through  to  other 
countries,  increased,  the  visitors  spending  large  sums  locally.  There 
was  accordingl)’^  plenty  of  money  in  circulation,  and  both  import  and 
retail  businesses  benefited  in  consequence. 

The  United  States  fully  maintained  their  preponderating  position  in 
the  trade  of  the  territory.  Over  99  per  cent,  of  the  exports  from 
Hawaii  went  there,  and  though,  in  the  matter  of  imports,  the  position 
of  the  United  States  was  not  quite  so  favourable,  over  81  percent, 
of  the  total  came  from  America.  The  incidence  of  the  tariff  is  mainly 
responsible  for  this  result.  Hawaiian  products  enter  the  United 
States  free  and  find  a  safe  market  there,  while  in  turn  American 
goods  have  the  great  advantage  of  free  entry  into  Hawaii.  AVhen 
the  additional  factor  of  distance  is  taken  into  consideration  it  seem.s 
almost  surprising  that  any  articles  from  foreign  countries  should 
manage  to  obtain  admission.  Analysis  of  the  figures,  however,  shows 
that  foreign  items  are  mainly  those  in  which  there  is  little  or  no 
American  competition,  viz. — special  food-stuffs,  &c.  from  tlie  Far 
East  for  the  large  Oriental  population,  coal  from  Australia,  nitrate 
of  soda  from  Chile,  and  similar  items. 

It  is  not  easy  to  suggest  a  specific  way  of  increasing  the 
imports  from  the  United  Kingdom.  Certain  difficulties  of  the 
situation  have  already  been  indicated.  Another  is  that  local 
business  interests  and  connections  are  all  centred  in  the  United 
States.  It  is  therefore  not  possible  to  urge  the  ordinary  method 
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of  having  travellers  to  visit  the  islands,  as  it  is  more  than 
doubtful  whether  any  resultant  business  would  directly  compensate 
for  the  time  and  expense  of  a  special  trip ;  nevertheless,  should 
such  representatives  have  occasion  to  pass  through  the  territoiy 
it  might  in  certain  classes  of  goods  be  worth  while  to  study 
the  local  market.  Possibly  the  most  likely  way  to  advance  the 
small  Bi’itish  trade  would  be  to  encourage  the  attention  of  those 
already  dealing  in  British  goods  on  the  mainland  of  the  United 
States.  Articles  which  find  a  market  there  might  also  be  able 
to  get  a  footing  in  Hawaii,  and  having  no  further  duty  to  pa}", 
both  stock  and  organisation  on  the  mainland  would  be  available 
to  compete  for  any  business  which  might  be  open.  Local  firms  being 
able  to  deal  so  much  more  easily  with  the  United  States  than  with 
other  countries  could  be  more  readily  approached  from  there  than  by 
direct  trade  ;  this  will  be  particularly  the  case  should  the  opening  of 
the  Panama  Uanal  lead  to  larger  British  imports  on  the  Pacific  coast 
of  the  United  States. 

As  a  result  of  the  great  success  attained  by  the  sugar  industry  in 
the  territor}"  of  Hawaii,  capital  has  been  acciimulated  and  other 
industries  have  grown  up.  Owing  to  this  industrial  development 
local  firms  are  now  able  to  undertake  a  large  part  of  the  naval  and 
military  works  on  which  the  United  States  Government  are  spending 
large  sums,  thereby  still  further  increasing  the  resources  of  the  island. 
Every  efifort  is  being  made  to  expand  these  resources  in  various  direc¬ 
tions.  The  territory  is  being  largely  boomed  as  a  tourist  resort,  the 
money  brought  by  such  visitors  being  now  reckoned  as  second  in  import¬ 
ance  only  to  the  sugar  revenue.  The  cultivation  of  pineapples  and  other 
products  is  being  sedulously  developed.  Already  a  large  trade  is  going 
through  the  Isthmus  of  Tehuantepec,  and  with  the  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal  it  is  intended  to  try  still  further  to  push  the  export  trade 
and  to  enter  more  largely  the  markets,  not  only  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  but  also  of  Europe.  Pineapples,  bananas  and  other 
fruits,  coffee,  tobacco,  cotton,  sisal  fibre  and  rubf)er  are  all  products  in 
which  Hawaii  will  probably  compete  with  the  West  Indies  and  South 
American  countries.  Though  the  territory  is  small  (little  more  than 
half  the  size  of  the  Netherlands)  and  much  of  the  land  mountainous, 
the  population  is  so  small  that  an  unusually  large  percentage  of 
products  is  able  to  be  exported.  Ample  capital  and  experience  are 
available ;  there  is  constant  endeavour  to  expand  and  improve  methods 
and  machinery  for  production  and  packing,  while  a  most  aggressive 
advertising  policy  is  pursued.  Taken  in  conjunction  with  the  basic 
advantage  of  free  entry  into  the  United  States,  these  attributes  will 
make  Hawaii  a  more  formidable  competitor  of  West  Indian  and 
neighbouring  territories  in  the  European  and  Canadian  markets  than 
would  be  suggested  by  the  mere  size  and  population  of  the  islands.

Mexico,  Guadalajara. — The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Guadalajara  (Mr. 
P.  G.  Holms)  reports  that  few  commercial  travellers  have  recently 
visited  that  district,  probably  owing  to  the  troubled  state  of  the 
country,  and  consequently  there  is  a  decided  demand  for  goods.

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Persia,  Ispahan  and  Yezd. — The  following  information  is  from  the 
report  by  H.M.  Consul-General  at  Ispahan  (Mr.  T.  G.  Grahame)  on 
the  trade  of  that  district  for  the  year  ended  20th  March,  1012,  which 
will  shortly  be  issued ; — 

The  import  trade  of  the  district  is  fully  exploited  by  European 
firms  or  merchants  with  established  offices  or  representatives  in 
Ispahan.  It  is  onlj'  occasionally  and  among  the  minor  imjxjrts, 
paper,  medicines,  enamelled  ironirare,  «fcc.,  that  some  small  opportunity 
may  offer  itself  for  an  indep)endent  importer.  British  cuflerij  and 
leather  goods  are  much  appreciated,  but  the  Persian  buyer  is  seldom 
willing  to  pay  higher  prices  ibr  superior  quality  goods.  Moreover, 
the  enormous  rise  in  the  price  of  food-stutts  in  the  last  three  or  four 
years  (amounting  in  some  instances  to  over  100  per  cent.)  has  greatly 
curtailed,  and  continues  to  curtail,  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
province  for  imported  articles. 

Instances  have  come  under  the  Consul-General’s  notice  in  which 
illustrated  catalogues  in  English  have  led  up  to  applications  or  small 
orders  for  British  goods,  but  it  may  be  taken  as  a  general  rule  that 
a  personal  representative  to  push  these  on  the  spot  is  a  sine  gud  non. 

In  the  present  backward  condition  of  the  country,  and  with  the 
inadequate  means  of  transport  available,  there  can  be  no  demand  for 
elaborate  machinery,  electrical  apparatus,  luxurious  household  furni¬ 
ture,  or  other  similar  products  of  an  advanced  civilisation,  catalogues 
of  which  frequently  reach  the  Consulate-General. 

An  occasional  purchase  of  an  oil  engine,  a  bicycle  or  an  iron  bed¬ 
stead  must  not  be  construed  to  mean  that  there  is  any  regular  demand 
for  these  goods.  A  still  rarer  enquiry  about  commercial  motor  cars 
denotes  the  intuition  that  the  motor  may  be  destined  (perhaps  in  the 
near  future)  to  precede  the  railway  on  some  roads  in  I’ersia  rather 
than  any  immediate  desire  to  make  a  purchase. 

The  British  \'ice-Consul  at  Yezd  (Mr.  Blackman)  reports  that 
openings  for  British  trade  in  the  present  state  of  the  country  are 
few,  especially  as  the  native  merchants  have  offices  or  agents  in 
Bombay,  likewise  the  ]\arsfes,  and  an^’^thing  for  which  there  is  a 
demand  is  at  once  indented  for  by  them. 

Parcel  Post. — In  regard  to  parcels  by  foreign  parcel  post,  which 
find  favour  in  the  north,  up  to  the  present  the  absence  of  any  agents 
who  could  be  relied  u]>on  to  take  over  and  forward  within  a  reasonable 
time  parcels  arriving  at  northern  ports  has  been  against  its  extended 
use.  The  Postal  Administration  has  recentl}’^  introduced  a  system  of 
forwarding  such  parcels  to  Tehran,  and  thence  advising  their  con¬ 
signees,  and  requesting  instructions  regarding  re-despatch  and 
payment  of  customs  duties,  &c.  This  is  a  great  improvement,  but, 
owing  to  the  present  disorganised  state  of  the  postal  transport 
service,  wastes  much  time,  to  say  nothing  of  the  possibility  of  the 
advice  or  the  reply  thereto  being  stolen  en  route.  Articles,  too, 
have  been  abstracted  by  the  postal  employees  in  the  interior ;  hence 
this  method  is  at  present  ill-developed.  [In  this  connection  see  the 
article  on  p.  80  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  9th  January 
last  relative  to  arrangements  made  by  the  Imperial  Bank  of  Persia 
for  collecting  payment  for  goods  sent  to  Persia  by  parcels  post.]

The  values  stated  for  the  latest  year  shown  in  the  fore¬ 
going  statements  are  provisional  and  subject  to  rectification.  In 
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some  cases  all  the  values  are  those  declared  by  importers  or 
exporters,  as  in  the  United  Kingdom  ;  in  others  they  are  based  on 
an  official  schedule  of  values  which  is  subjected  to  revision  after 
the  close  of  each  year,  the  values  used  in  the  current  returns  being 
those  fixed  in  the  latest  completed  revision.  In  general,  the  values 
so  fixed  represent  the  level  of  prices  in  the  preceding  year.  The 
countries  adopting  the  system  of  official  values  annually  revised 
are: — Austria-Hungary,  Belgium,  France,  Italy,  Spain,  and  (for 
imports)  Germany  and  Switzerland,  but  exports  from  Switzerland  and 
Germany  are  returned  at  “declared”  values.  In  1910  and  the  first 
quarter  of  1911  about  one-third  of  the  exports  from  Germany  were 
returned  at  official  values.  The  figures  in  italics  are  based,  wholly 
or  mainly,  on  the  prices  of  some  earlier  year  than  that  under  which 
they  are  shown. 

In  the  case  of  Russia,  Germany,  Belgium,  France,  Switzerland, 
Italy,  Austria-Hungary,  Egypt,  Japan,  Canada,  andj  the  United 
Kintjdom,  the  import  figures  given  in  the  above  summaries 
represent  imports  for  home  consumption.  In  all  cases  the  export 
figures  are  intended  to  represent  exports  of  domestic  produce. 
In  most  cases,  however,  they  include  a  certain  amount  of 
“nationalised”  goods,  i.e.,  goods  originally  imported  for  consump¬ 
tion,  and  which,  if  dutiable,  have  been  charged  with  duty,  but 
which  are  subsequently  re-exported.

TURKISH  TRADE  IN  1910-11. 

The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  H.M.  Consul  at 
Constantinople  (Mr.  A.  T.  W'^augh)  on  the  trade  of  that  district, 
which  will  shortly  be  issued:  — 

The  Turkish  Customs  statistics  for  the  twelve  months  ended 
13th  March,  1911,  have  lately  been  issued,  and  for  the  first 
time  are  published  in  French  as  w’ell  as  Turkish.  They  are  based  on 
the  system  of  declaration  of  value  and  quantity,  and  are  more  reliable 
than  any  statistics  hitherto  published  by  the  Turkish  Customs. 

To  the  total  value  of  £38,687,000  returned  by  the  Customs  as 
representing  the  value  of  the  imports  into  Turkey  in  1910-11  there 
must  be  added  the  sums  of  £109,000  for  tamlwk  (coarse  tobacco 
smoked  in  the  nnrghileh  or  water-pipe)  and  £8,000  for  snuff,  cigars 
and  chewing  tobacco,  imported  under  the  control  of  the  Tobacco 
R6gie. 
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To  the  total  of  £20,072,000,  returned  as  representing  the  value  of 
the  exports  must  be  added  £8,014,000,  representing  the  value  of  pro¬ 
duce  exported  outside  the  control  of  the  Turkish  ^Customs.  This 
additional  value  is  made  up  as  follows : —

The  fact  that  Turkey  spent  in  1010-11  on  her  imports  over 
£15,000,000  more  than  she  received  for  her  exports  is  remarkable. 
Attention  was  drawn  to  this  adverse  balance  of  trade  in  the  trade 
report  for  1906  from  the  Constantinople  Consulate,  and  a  table  of 
statistics  for  the  years  1879-1904  was  given,  which  showed  a  total 
balance  against  Turkey  of  £210,000,000  in  26  years.  It  was  then 
suggested  that  the  custom-house  statistics  were  carelessly  dravvn  up 
and  the  values  of  the  exports  under-estimated.  The  statistics  for 
1910-11,  carefully  prepared  and  checked,  show,  however,  that  the 
balance  against  Turkey  is  real  and  has  increased.  It  is  thought 
possible  that  the  agricultural  exports  may  still  be  under-valued  to  the 
amount  of  about  £2,500,000,  and  the  carpets  exported  to  the  United 
States  certainly  fetch  much  higher  prices  than  appear  in  the 
Turkish  Customs  returns. 

The  emigrants  to  America  send  back  considerable  sums  every 
year,  and  money  is  also  left  in  the  country  by  tourists  and  pilgrims, 
but  these  sources  of  income  must  be  relatively  unimportant. 

The  war  and  railway  material  imported  is  largely  paid  for  directly 
out  of  loans,  and  one  is  tempted  to  conclude  that  the  unexplained 
excess  of  imports  over  expoits  year  by  year  must  be  paid  for  out  of 
foreign  loans.  Sir  Adam  Block’s  latest  report  on  the  Ottoman 
public  debt,  issued  in  November,  1912,  shows  the  total  increase 
of  the  nominal  capital  of  the  Turkish  public  debt  fiom  1881  to 
14th  March,  1912,  as  being  £T.  32,780,830  i.e.,  about  £29,800,000. 
This  sum  is  insufficient  to  justify  the  above  suggested  conclusion, 
and  the  problem  how  the  excess  of  imports  is  paid  for  remains 
unsolved. 
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PROPOSED  TARIFF  CHANGES. 

GOLD  COAST. 

Tlie  “  Gold  Coast  Government  Gazette  ”  of  28th  December  contains  a 
Bill  which  has  been  introduced  in  the  Legislative 
Council  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony,  and  which 
proposes  to  give  effect  to  the  measures  decided 
upon  at  The  Hague  International  Opium  Conven¬ 
tion  of  1912  by  regulating  the  importation  into, 
and  the  storage  and  disposal  of  opium,  morphine,  cocaine  and  similar 
drugs  in  the  Colon5^ 

Under  this  Bill  the  importation  into  the  Colony  of  irrepared  opium 
is  prohibited,  and  also  of  any  opium,  except  by  sea. 

All  opium  imported  must  be  deposited  at  the  cost,  risk  and  peril  of 
the  persons  importing  the  same  in  such  store  as  may  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  for  that  purpose,  and  no  opium  may  be  withdrawn 
therefrom  except  on  the  written  authority  of  the  Principal  Medical 
Officer  or  other  authorised  officer,  and  then  only  by  medical  practi- 
tioneis,  dentists  and  licensed  druggists. 

The  cultivation  of  the  opium  poppy  {palaver  somniferum)  in  the 
Colony  is  prohibited. 

The  term  “  prepared  opium  ”  is  held  to  mean  the  product  of  raw 
opium,  obtained  by  a  series  of  special  operations,  especially  by 
dissolving,  boiling,  roasting  and  fermentation,  designed  to  transform 
it  into  an  extract  suitable  for  consumption,  and  includes  dross  and  all 
other  residues  remaining  when  opium  has  been  smoked. 

“  Opium  ”  shall  be  taken  to  include  raw  opium,  medicinal  opium,, 
morphine,  heroine,  cocaine  and  similar  drugs.

<|uestion  of  the  production  of  certificcates  sliowing  that  the  goods 
have  been  examined  and  approved  at  the  place  of  origin  will  be 
taken  into  consideration  in  connection  with  the  regulations.  It  is 
further  pointed  out  that  the  meat  will  have  to  be  presented  in 
proper  form  and  be  provided  with  the  organs  that  are  indispensable 
for  the  carrying  out  of  a  thorough  inspection,  &c.  Furtlier,  the 
kinds  of  meat  preparations  that  may  be  admitted  to  importation,  and 
the  conditions  that  such  meat  preparations  must  fulfil,  are  to  be 
determined  by  a  general  administrative  measure.

RHODESIA. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  also  received  information  from  H.M.  Trade 
Commissioner  in  South  Africa  regarding  the 
removal  of  certain  restrictions  on  the  importation  of 
cattle  from  Great  Britain  into  Rhodesia. 

It  is  stated  that  the  prohibition  against  the 
importation  of  cattle  from  Great  Britain  having 
been  withdrawn,  permits  for  the  importation  of  British  cattle  into 
Rhodesia  will  now  be  granted. 

It  is,  however,  stipulated  that  permits  will  only  be  issued  for  the 
introduction  of  stock  into  the  Union  through  the  Ports  of  Cape 
Towui  and  Durban,  and  that  they  will  be  issued  subject  to  the 
following  conditions  : — 

(a)  The  stock  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  signed  by  a 
qualified  Veterinary  Surgeon,  countersigned  by  a  responsible 
officer  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  to  the 
effect  that  he  has  examined  such  stock  at  the  place  of  origin, 
and  found  them  free  from  any  symptoms  of  contagious  or 
infectious  disease,  and  that  no  cases  of  foot  and  mouth 
disease  have  occurred  within  15  miles  thereof  within  two 
months  prior  to  the  date  of  shipment. 

(I))  No  fodder  or  bedding  shall  accompan}'  stock  unless  derived 
from  a  similar  disease-free  area. 

(c)  The  stock  on  arrival  at  the  port  shall  be  subjected  to  an 

inspection  by  a  Government  Veterinary  iSurgeon,  and  if 
proved  as  healthy  by  that  officer,  shall  be  landed  and 
removed  to  quarantine  sheds  and  therein  quarantined  for  a 
period  of  15  days. 

(d)  All  expenses  of  feeding,  inspection,  testing,  destination  and 
otherwise  of  the  stock  shall  be  borne  by  the  importer  or  his 
agent.  In  the  event  of  a  contravention  of,  or  failure  to

station  or  siding  between  Ramaquabana  and  Bulawayo. 
In  this  case  a  refund  of  the  further  rebate  may  be  made 
by  the  Controller  of  Customs  upon  proof  of  the  due  arrival 
of  such  goods  and  upon  certified  copies  of  the  said  bill  of 
entry  and  of  the  Customs  Notice  in  prescribed  form. 

[A’cite. — Section  10  of  the  Southern  Rhodesia  “  Customs  Union  and

^  ‘  Southern  Rhodesia  is  now  inspected  by  an 

Inspector  or  sub-inspector  at  Plumtree,  Buluwayo  or  Umtali,  in 
order  to  see  that  they  are  fiee  from  disease. 

Any  consignment  of  poultry  showing  symptoms  of  disease  may  be 
detained,  or,  if  it  is  likely  to  convey  infection,  the  birds  may  be 
destroyed. 

It  is  stated  that  the  introduction  of  these  regulations  is  due  to  the 


fact  that,  although  destructive  fowl  diseases  exist  in  the  Territory, 
several  cases  have  occurred  where  infection  has  been  introduced  from 
the  South  and  from  Portuguese  Territory  resulting  in  loss  to  owners 
of  poultry.

In  this  Joint  Regulation  it  is  provided,  inter  alia,  that  every  vessel 
arriving  in  the  New  Hebrides  must  proceed  direct  to  the  Port  of  Vila, 
in  the  Island  of  Efate,  as  being  the  Port  of  Entry.  A  vessel,  however, 
may  call  at  places  other  than  a  Port  of  Entry  by  special  permission  of 
the  Resident  Commissioners. 

No  merchandise  of  any  kind  may  be  imported  into  the  New 
Hebrides  without  the  production  of  a  manifest  on  which  shall  clearly 
appear  the  nature  of  the  goods,  the  number  of  the  packages  of  ever}* 
description,  together  with  their  marks  and  numbers  and  tonnage, 
and  also  their  provenance  and  destination  and  the  method  of  their 
transport. 

All  wrecks  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Tariff  and 
Regulations  in  force. 

No  goods  imported  into  the  Group  may  be  unshipped  before  a 
detailed  declaration  has  been  deposited  at  the  Customs  House.  Vessels 
may,  however,  be  authorised  to  discharge  goods  upon  showing  the 
ordinarj"  ship’s  manifest — provided  that  the  master  or  his  agent  enters 
into  a  bond  undertaking  that  the  goods  so  landed  shall  be  subject  to 
all  necessary  su}:)ervision  until  such  time  as  the  import  declaration 
shall  have  been  made. 

Goods  which  have  been  exported  from  the  Group  and  which  are 
re-imported  from  places  be}  ond  the  Group  shall  be  treated  as  goods 
coming  from  abroad,  excej)t  in  cases  of  doubt  as  to  their  origin  and 
after  authorisation  by  the  Resident  Commissioners.

In  case  a  Custcms  officer  shall  dispute  the  correctness  of  a  declara¬ 
tion  in  respect  of  nature,  kind,  quality,  origin,  or  value  of  tlie  goods 
he  shall  give  notice  to  the  party  concerned  or  to  his  representative 
who  shall,  within  24  hours,  state  whether  the  estimate  of  such 
Customs  officer  is  accepted  or  contested.  If  the  Customs  officer’s 
valuation  is  not  accepted,  the  declarant  or  his  representative  shall  be 
summoned  before  the  Joint  Court  which  shall  decide  summarily  upon 
e.vpert  evidence  as  to  the  amount  of  duty  to  be  paid.

With  reference  to  the  notice  at  p.  329  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  for  the  17th  August,  1911,  the  Board  of 
Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office, 
of  a  copy  of  a  Treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation 
between  the  Netherlands  and  Japan,  which  was 
signed  at  The  Hague  on  the  Gth  July,  1912.  This  Treaty  provides, 
inter  alia,  for  reciprocal  most- favoured -nation  treatment  as  regards 
Customs  duties  levied  on  products  and  manufactures  of  the  one 
country  imported  into  the  other.  It  provides  also  for  reciprocal 
national  treatment  in  regard  to  shipping  and  navigation  generally  ; 
but  this  provision  does  not  extend  to  the  coasting  trade,  in  respect 
of  which  the  Contracting  Parties  will  reciprocally  enjoy  most-favoured¬ 
nation  treatment. 

I'he  Treaty  is  to  come  into  force  on  the  day  following  the 
exchange  of  ratifications,  and  is  to  remain  in  operation  until  the 
expiration  of  one  year  after  denunciation  by  either  Contracting  Party. 
Its  provisions  are  to  Ije  applicable  to  all  the  territories  and  possessions 
belonging  to  or  administered  by  either  country.  (C.  2,17.').) 

FRANCE. 

The  French  “  Journal  Officiel”for  the  8th  March  contains  a  Presi¬ 
dential  Decree,  dated  the  2nd  March,  by  virtue  of 
which  the  grounds  of  the  International  Auto¬ 
mobile,  Aviation  and  Cycle  Exhibition,  which  is 
to  be  held  at  Lyons  from  the  22nd  !March  to  the 
Gth  April,  are  constituted  a  Customs  warehouse.

UNITED  STATES  OP  AMERICA  — continued. 

“  Canned  foods” — Canned  foods  will  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  if 
they  are  found  to  contain  water,  brine,  S5"rup,  sauce  or  similar 
substances  in  excess  of  the  amount  necessary  for  their  proper  prepara¬ 
tion  and  sterilization. 

It  is  stated  that  it  has  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  that 
pulp  prepared  from  trimmings,  cores,  and  other  waste  material  is 
sometimes  added  to  canned  tomatoes.  The  Hoard  are  of  opinion  that 
pulp  is  not  a  normal  ingredient  of  canned  tomatoes,  and  that  such 
addition  is  therefore  adulteration.  'J’he  Hoard  are  further  of  opinion 
that  the  addition  of  tomato  juice  in  excess  of  the  amount  present  in 
the  tomatoes  used  is  also  adulteration — that  is,  if  in  the  canning  of  a 
lot  of  tomatoes  more  j  nice  be  added  than  is  present  in  that  lot,  the 
same  will  be  considered  an  adulteration.  (No.  1 11.) 

“  Use  of  saccharin  in  foods.” — There  is  said  to  exist  a  misconcep¬ 
tion  of  the  position  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  as  to  the  use  of 
saccharin  in  foods  as  announced  in  Food  Inspection  Decision  No.  142.* 
That  decision  prohibits  the  use  of  saccharin  in  foods.  The  law  defines 
the  term  “drug”  and  it  is  considered  that  saccharin  has  its  proper 
place  in  products  coming  within  this  definition. 

It  is  recognised  that  certain  specific  products  generally  classified  as 
food?,  and  sweetened  with  saccharin,  may  be  required  for  the  mitiga¬ 
tion  or  cure  of  disease.  It  is  not  intended  to  prohibit  the  manufac¬ 
ture  or  sale  of  such  products,  provided  they  are  labelled  so  as  to  show 
their  true  purpose  and  the  presence  of  saccharin  is  plainly  declared 
upon  the  principal  label.  This  must  not  be  interpreted  to  mean  that 
the  use  of  saccharin  in  foods  prepared  for  ordinar}-  consumption  is 
permissible  even  if  declared  on  the  label.  (No.  TIG.) 

“  Absinth.” — The  importation  of  absinth  into  the  United  States  is 
prohibited.  (No.  147.) 

“  Foods  greened  with  copper  salts.” — The  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
will  regard  as  adulterated,  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  foods 
greened  with  copper  salts  which,  on  and  after  January  1st,  1913,  are 
offered  for  entry  into  the  United  States,  or  are  manufactured  or 
offered  for  sale  in  the  District  of  Columbia  or  the  Territories,  or  which, 
on  and  after  May  1st,  1913,  are  shipped  in  interstate  commerce. 

All  previous  Food  Inspection  Decisions  on  the  subject  of  greening  of 
foods  with  copper  salts  are  amended  accordingly.  (Nos.  148  and  149.) 

The  other  Decisions  received  relate  to  ;  the  labelling  of  vinegars 
(No.  140);  the  labelling  of  maraschino  and  maraschino  cherries 
(No.  141);  the  labelling  of  candied  citron  (No.  143);  bleached  oats 
and  barley  (No.  145) ;  frozen  citrus  fruits  (No.  150).  These 
Decisions,  as  well  as  the  complete  text  of  those  referred  to  above,  may 
be  inspected  by  British  traders  interested,  on  application,  at  the 
Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  73,  Basing- 
hall  Street,  London,  E.C.  2,258.)

VENEZUELA. 

With  reference  to  the  notices  which  have  from  time  to  time  appeared 
in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  respecting  the 
Customs  declaration  of  goods  consigned  to 
Venezuela,  the  attention  of  British  traders  is 
directed  especially  to  Article  12  of  Law  No.  XII. 
of  the  Venezuelan  “  Codigo  de  Hacienda,”  which 
provides  that  the  contents  of  packages  of  goods 
shipped  to  Venezuela  must  be  declared  on  the  Consular  Invoice  by 
giving  the  name  of  the  article,  the  material  of  which  it  is  made,  and 
the  quality  or  circumstance  (crdulad  6  circun st an cia)  that  distinguishes 
it  from  any  other  article  of  the  same  name  specified  in  a  different 
Class  of  the  Tariff.  Article  207  of  the  same  Law  provides  that  if 
these  particulars  are  not  set  out  in  the  Consular  Invoice,  the  importer 
shall  be  fined  a  sum  of  from  125  to  1,000  bolivares  (from  L’5  to 
£  10),  at  the  discretion  of  the  Director  cf  the  Customs  house  where 
the  goods  were  imported.  Further,  duty  is  levied  in  such  cases 
under  the  most  highly  taxed  Class  of  the  Tariff  under  which  articles 
of  the  kind  imported  can  be  assessed  for  duty. 

In  a  despatch  from  H.M.  Minister  at  Caracas,  which  has  recently 
been  received  at  the  Board  of  Trade,  it  is  pointed  out  that  in  cases 
in  which  a  fine  is  imposed  by  the  Customs  authorities,  there  is  no 
remedy  unless  the  consignees  at  once  petition  the  Venezuelan 
Minister  of  Finance,  on  stamped  paper,  urging  a  remission  or  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  fine  on  the  ground  of  there  having  been  no  intent  to 
defraud  the  Customs.  When  such  a  petition  is  lodged,  a  nominal 
fine  equivalent  to  £1  may  be  substituted  for  the  fine  originally 
imposed.  (C.  i,882.)

COREA. 

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  for  Japan,  (Mr.  E.  F.  Crowe,  C.M.G.)  has 
forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Trade  a  translation  of 
the  Corean  Ordinance  (No.  22  of  1912)  relating  to 
the  control  of  drugs  and  the  trade  therein,  and 
also  of  the  Regulations  which  have  been  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

Art.  XVII.  of  the  Ordinance  empowers  the  Police  Bureau  to 
prohibit  or  suspend  the  manufacture,  preparation,  import,  storage, 
exhibition,  sale,  or  disposal  of  any  drug  not  mentioned  in  any 
pharmacopeia  or  not  used  for  medicinal  purposes,  if  such  drug  is 
considered  likely  to  endanger  the  public  health.

Trade  Commissioner  for  South  Africa  (Sir  E.  Sothern 
Holland)  has  forwarded  an  extract  from  the  “  Cape 
Times  ”  of  14th  February  containing  a  report  of 
proceedings  taken  against  the  agent  of  a  Scotch 
distilling  firm  who  was  charged  with  soliciting 
orders  without  having  first  obtained  a  licence  for 
the  purpose.  The  defendant  claimed  that  he  did  not  need  a  licence 
as  he  had  always  taken  orders  on  behalf  of,  and  in  the  presence  of  one 
of  the  staff  of,  the  sub-agents  of  his  firm.  The  defendant  was  found 
guilty,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  did  not  appear  to  be  aware  of 
the  actual  state  of  the  law,  and  as  he  had  endeavoured  to  comply  with 
it  on  receiving  notice,  he  was  discharged  with  a  reprimand. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  well  to  explain  that  every  person 
other  than  an  importer,  who  sells  goods  or  offers  them  for  sale  in 
Cape  Colony  by  sample  or  otherwise,  or  who  canvasses  on  behalf  of  a 
firm  w'hose  place  of  business  is  not  in  the  Colony,  is  deemed  to  be  the 
agent  of  a  foreign  firm  and,  as  such,  must  take  out  a  licence.

SOUTH  AFRICA.

of  South  Africa  : — 

Definite  knowledge  regarding  the  various  coalfields  of  South  Africa 
is  so  meagre  that  anything  like  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  total 
quantity  of  coal  available  is  quite  impossible.  The  various  coal¬ 
bearing  areas  have  not  yet  all  been  accurately  mapped,  nor  has  the 
question  been  investigated  whether  the  coal  in  these  presumably 
coal-bearing  areas  is  of  economic  importance. 

The  reason  for  this  lack  of  knowledge  is  not  far  to  seek.  The 
exploitation  of  coal  is  of  comparatively  recent  growth,  not  extending 
further  back  than  one  generation,  and  even  at  present  the  annual 
output  of  coal  is  only  about  7,000,000  tons,  an  amount  which  is 
perfectly  insignificant  compared  with  the  total  resources  of  the  country. 
Coal  is,  comparatively  speaking,  a  drug  in  the  market,  and  the 
competition  is  so  keen  amongst  the  various  producers  that  the  pit’s 
mouth  price  in  the  Transvaal  is  about  5s.  per  ton,  which  is  as  low  as 
it  is  anywhere  in  the  world.  The  location  of  new  coalfields,  or  the 
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precise  delimitation  of  those  already  known,  is  a  matter  that  has 
therefore  little  immediate  interest  either  for  the  private  individual, 
the  general  public,  or  the  State. 

The  following  data  regarding  the  extent  of  the  coal  resources  of 
the  various  Provinces  must  therefore  be  looked  upon  as  extremely 
rough  estimates,  but  it  is  thought  that  on  the  whole  they  are  framed 
on  a  conservative  basis : —

A  native  company  has  been  formed,  under  the  name  of  “  Petrolifera 
de  Chorcha,”  which  intends,  it  is  stated,  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  foreign  capitalists  for  the  development  of  the  oilfields  as  soon 
as  preliminary  arrangements  have  been  completed.  (C.  2,199.) 

H.M,  Legation  also  report  that  the  National  Assembly  of  the 
-  .  -  Republic  have  approved  a  contract  by  which  a 

onc^sion  or  local  syndicate  undertake  to  form  a  company, 

e  0  eum  preferably  with  native  capital,  for  the  establish- 

ment  and  working  for  twenty-five  years  of  a  local 
refinery  for  the  extraction  of  petroleum,  gasolene  and  lubricants  from 
crude  oil. 

The  company  intend  to  work  an  oil-field  in  the  north  of  Peru, 
and  to  convey  the  crude  oil  to  Panama  in  tank  steamers.  As 
soon  as  the  products  are  on  sale  locally  the  Government  promise  to 
protect  the  enterprise  by  raising  the  present  ad  valorem  duty  on 
gasolene,  petroleum  and  lubricants.  The  company  agree  not  to 
charge  more  than  40  cents  (Is.  8d.)  per  gallon  lor  gasolene,  or 
21  cents  (lO^d.)  per  gallon  for  petroleum  and  lubricants.  Materials 
and  supplies  for  the  refinery  may  be  imported  free  of  duty,  and  in 
return  the  company  agree  to  pay  to  the  National  Government  certain 
royalties  on  their  output.  (C.  2,172.) 

JAPAN. 

The  Acting  British  Consul  at  Shimonoseki  (Mr.  H.  Horne)  reports, 
under  date  18th  February,  that  there  is  a  some¬ 
what  serious  shortage  in  the  coal  supply  at  Moji, 
partly  due  to  the  big  mine  owners  decreasing 
their  output  on  account  of  losses  caused  by  the 
deterioration  of  accumulated  stock,  and  partly  due  to  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  exports  to  foreign  countries.  This  increase  has  been 
a  gradual  one  in  the  case  of  some  ports,  such  as  Hong-Kong  and 
Singapore,  but  came  suddenly  in  the  case  of  Indian  ports,  particularly 
Bombay.  Other  factors  in  the  situation  are  the  American  coal  strikes, 
which  created  a  demand  for  over  200,000  tons,  and  the  extended  use 
of  industrial  machinery  in  Japan  generally. 

The  net  result  of  these  contributory  causes  is  that  at  the  present 
time  the  amount  of  coal  of  all  grades  stocked  at  Moji  is  about  57,000 
tons,  as  against  some  148,000  tons  in  September,  1912.  Prices  have 
risen  appreciably,  and  show  a  tendency  to  rise  still  more.  Existing 
contracts  are  being  carried  out  with  difficulty,  and  in  many  cases 
with  short  delivery,  and  the  supply  of  uncontracted  demands  is  a 
matter  for  serious  consideration. 

The  obvious  remedy  for  the  present  state  of  affairs — an  increased 
output — is  being  applied  by  the  large  mine  owners,  but  some  time 
must  necessarily  elapse  before  the  opening  up  and  working  of  new 
seams  can  relieve  the  situation.  In  the  meantime,  some  advantage 
may  accrue  to  the  small  owner,  who  has  been  previously  prevented 
from  developing  his  interests  owing  to  the  disabilities  of  competition.

TURKEY.

°  during  the  winter  of  1910-11  has  thus  again  made 

itself  felt.  In  quality,  however,  there  has  been  a 
marked  improvement  on  the  clip  of  1911.  Perhaps  the  percentage  of 
the  finest  grades  has  been  barely  up  to  the  average,  but  in  all  other 
respects  1912  mohair  has  proved  quite  satisfactory. 

The  whole  of  the  Castamboul  clip,  about  400  bales,  has  been 
purchased  for  the  United  States,  besides  some  6,000  bales  of  fine 
grade. 

Stocks  left  in  Turkey  are  comparatively  very  low  for  this  season. 
There  has  been  a  brisk  and  continuous  demand  during  the  year,  and 
one  of  the  features  of  the  season  has  been  the  unusually  ready  way 
in  which  sellers  have  met  buyers.  Markets  continue  firm  in  spite  of 
the  dislocation  of  trade  caused  by  the  war;  and,  if  the  political 
situation  becomes  more  settled,  a  continuation  of  the  demand  may  be 
reasonably  expected. 

The  amount  of  stock  on  1st  January,  1912,  was  38,000  bales,  of 
which  22,000  were  at  Constantinople.  Adding  the  new  clip  of 
50,000  bales,  a  total  of  88,000  bales  was  available,  of  which  61,500 
were  shipped  by  5th  December,  1912.  The  amount  of  existing  stock 
is  therefore  26,500  bales,  of  which  18,000  to  20,000  bales  are  in 
Constantinople  and  6,000  to  8,000  bales  are  up-country.

Experience  has 
taught  farmers  that  dipping  their  stock  is  effective,  and  that  other 
diseases  which  baflied  them  in  the  past  can  now  be  prevented  by  the 
same  simple  means.  In  re-stocking  their  farms  they  have  been 
induced  to  select  a  stock  of  better  quality,  w'hile  some  are  specialising 
in  pure-bred  pedigree  cattle.  The  offer  of  the  Union  Castle  Company 
to  carry  pedigree  cattle  to  South  Africa  free  of  charge  is  being  largely 
taken  advantage  of  by  stock  breeders  in  Natal. 
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SOUTH  AFRICA  — continued. 


Dairy  farming  promises  to  become  a  leading  industry  in  the  near 
future,  and  a  marked  feature  of  recent  industrial  expansion  has  been 
the  activity  displayed  in  creamery  extensions.  Branches  of  Natal 
creameries  have  been  established  at  Standerton  and  Johannesburg ; 
two  new  branches  are  proposed  for  Maritzburg,  and  others  are 
contemplated  in  the  Orange  fVee  State. 


The  Chairman  of  the  Natal  Bank  also  stated  that  a  most  satisfactory 
„  p  .  advance  was  made  by  the  Natal  sugar  industry 
'^^atal^  during  1912.  It  is  calculated  that  last  year  Natal 

’  supplied  about  5,000  tons  of  sugar  for  the  manu¬ 

facturers’  trade  in  South  Africa,  whereas  hitherto  no  serious  attempt 
had  been  made  by  the  Province  to  cater  for  their  requirements.  The 
original  estimate  of  the  1912  crop  was  put  at  112,000  tons,  but  owing 
to  severe  drought  it  was  found  that  this  figure  would  have  to  be 
reduced  by  about  15,000  tons  (see  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  24th 
October,  1912,  p.  198,  and  9th  January,  1913,  p.  97).  Although 
prices  were  low  in  September  and  October  the  average  price  for  the 
season  must  be  considered  as  satisfactory.  It  is  anticipated  that 
with  normal  weather  conditions  the  coming  sugar  crop  will  amount 
to  some  120,000  tons.  Since  1907,  it  is  stated,  the  crop  estimates 
have  steadily  increased  from  35,000  tons  to  97,000  tons  in  1912. 
The  oversea  imports  into  the  Union  have  decreased  from  26,473  tons 
in  1911-12  to  13,414  tons  in  1912-13.  (>,325.)

430  bales.  The  parcels  sold  consisted  mostly  of  “  Zandblad  ”  of  a  grey 
and  ashy  colour,  and  in  more  than  one  instance  of  a  doubtful  smell  as 
regards  freshness,  while  quality  was  absent.  Nevertheless,  the  grey 
colour,  which  now  seems  to  be  a  most  important  requisite  for  a 
cigar  cover,  fetched  very  high  prices.  The  burning  of  the  leaf  was 
generally  satisfactory  and  with  some  parcels  very  good. 

Last  year’s  tobacco  was  decidedly  superior  to  the  present  crop  in 
every  respect,  and  it  is  generally  believed  that  a  large  proportion  of 
inferior  leaf  will  be  put  on  the  market  this  year.  (5,398.) 


ITALY. 


H.M.  Consul  at  Naples  (Mr,  S.  J.  A.  Churchill,  M.V.O)  reports,  under 
.  date  of  6th  March,  that  the  hemp  crop  of  that 

w  °  ♦  district  continues  to  increase.  The  yield  of  the 

crop  in  1912  amounted  to  from  35,000  to  36,000 
^  '  tons,  as  compared  with  31,000  to  32,000  tons  in 

1911  and  27,000  tons  in  1910.  The  increased  yield  is  attributed  to 
more  extensive  cultivation  and  better  growth,  but  the  conditions  also 
were  most  favourable  last  year.  The  strength  of  the  1912  fibre  is  better 
than  that  of  1911,  and  the  colour  is  lighter  owing  to  the  dry  weather 
which  prevailed  during  the  retting  season.  About  25,000  tons  of  the 
crop  were  sold  up  to  4th  March,  leaving  about  7,000  tons  in  the 
market. 


The  opening  price  for  the  season  (July,  1912)  was  £46  cash,  less 
1^  per  cent,  discount,  for  “I  Paesano  E.xtrissimo”  c.  i.  f.  at  an 
English  port.  At  the  end  of  September,  prices,  which  had  been 
slowly  receding,  went  as  low  as  £41  10s.,  the  lowest  level  reached; 
good  business  then  ensued  and  raised  prices  to  £44  at  the  end  of 
October  for  the  same  quality,  which  price  is  now  ruling.  The  lower 
figures  quoted  were  those  of  speculators  who  attempted  to  influence 
prices  with  the  growers  but  failed. 

The  hemp  crop  produced  in  the  province  of  Bologna  is  almost 
all  exhausted,  and  mills  will  have  to  rely  on  the  Neapolitan  crop. 
Enquiry  is  likely  to  be  brisk  for  May,  June,  and  July  shipments  ; 
at  present  the  market  is  sluggish  with  prospects  of  an  empty 
market  before  the  new  crop  comes  in  during  August  and  Sept¬ 
ember.  Present  weather  prospects  for  the  crop  are  rather  favour¬ 
able  than  otherwise.  Business  in  •' Strappaturas”  and  “Tows” 
has  been  lively  from  the  beginning  of  the  season ;  machine 
“  Tows  ”  are  entirely  sold  out  and  the  stock  of  “  Strappaturas  ” 
cannot  hold  out  another  two  months.  Heckled  hemps  have  been 
in  good  demand,  as  prices  are  low  compared  with  those  of  raw 
hemp.  The  general  prospects  for  the  coming  season  are  good,  but 
it  is  doubtful  if  a  further  increase  in  the  output  can  be  reached  as 
the  limit  appears  to  have  been  attained.  (5,302.) 
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NICARAGUA. 

The  Acting  British  Consul-General  for  Nicaragua  (Mr.  H.  C.  Venables) 
ri  +•  +  j  reports,  under  date  12th  February,  that  this 

p  season  s  conee  crop  or  ISicaragua  is  expected  to  be 

an  exceptionally  good  one.  Although  the  dis¬ 
turbed  condition  of  the  country  during  the  latter  part  of  1912  rendered 
labour  conditions  somewhat  difficult,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  crop 
will  amount  to  some  250,000  quintals  (about  11,317  tons),  as  against 
180,000  quintals  (about  8,148  tons)  last  season.  Should  this  estimate 
be  realised  the  value  of  the  coffee  exports  for  1913  should  amount  to 
£800,000.  (5,890.)

UNITED  KINGDOM. 

According  to  a  report  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Labour  Gazette  ”  for 
Q.  .  - , ,  March*,  based  on  5,933  statistical  returns,  viz.,

•  *  903,503  members),  and  2,791  returns  from 

in  e  ruary,  employers  (relating  to  1,288,965  workpeople), 

employment  continued  good  generally  in  February.  There  was  an 
improvement  in  the  printing,  building,  woodworking,  and  brick¬ 
making  trades,  but  in  the  iron  and  steel  and  tinplate  industries  there 
was  a  decline. 

Compared  with  a  year  ago,  nearly  all  the  principal  industries 
showed  an  improvement,  which  was  most  marked  in  the  iron  and 
steel,  engineering,  printing,  pottery,  and  brick  trades. 

In  the  trade  unions,  with  a  net  membership  of  903,503,  making 
returns,  17,835  (or  2'0  per  cent.)  were  returned  as  unemployed  at  the 
end  of  February,  1913,  compared  with  2*2  per  cent,  at  the  end  of 
January,  1913,  and  2*8  per  cent,  at  the  end  of  February,  1912. 

The  upward  movement  in  wages  continued. 

It  is  reported  by  the  Labour  Exchanges  that  there  was  a  con¬ 
tinuance  of  the  large  demand  for  w'orkmen  in  the  shipbuilding  and 
engineering  trades.  There  was  also  a  demand  for  workmen  in  the 
Leeds  clothing  trade.  In  the  case  of  women,  the  demand  exceeded 
the  supply  in  the  cotton,  woollen  and  worsted  trades  and  in  laundry 
work,  and  in  some  districts  in  the  boot,  shoe,  and  clothing  trades. 

The  percentage  of  “  insured  ”  workpeople  unemployed  fell  from  5*0 
at  the  end  of  January  to  4*4  at  the  end  of  February.

H.M,  Trade  Commissioner  for  South  Africa  (Sir  R.  Sothern  Holland), 
,  .  reports  that  the  Minister  of  Mines,  in  replying  to 

siv^ln  ^  question  recently  asked  in  the  House  of  Assembly 
^  in  connection  with  the  explosives  manufacturing 

■  industry  of  the  Union,  stated  that  the  number  of 

cases  of  explosives  manufactured  during  1912  at  the  various  factories 
in  South  Africa  was  915,714,  of  which  256,304  were  produced  at 
Modderfontein,  and  422,158  at  Somerset  AVest.  The  total  number 
of  white  persons  employed  in  the  industry  was  894,  and  of  coloured 
employees  2,052.  (5,341.) 

RUSSIA. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Odessa  (Mr.  C.  S.  Smith)  reports  that  the 
Town  Administration  of  Rostov  -  on  -  Don  has 
borrowed  the  sum  of  1,400,000  roubles  (£147,700), 
and  is  applying  for  authority  to  raise  a  further 
loan  of  18,500,000  roubles  (£1,952,700).  Both 
loans  are  required  to  meet  the  cost  of  various  public  \vorks,  including 
huildings,  sanitation,  markets,  paving,  the  proposed  university,  &c.

The  importation  ot  chemical  fertilisers 
amounted  to  46,917,505  kilogs.,  valued  at  £180,361,  being  26,912,497 
kilogs.  less  than  in  1911.  The  quantity  of  natural  phosphates 
imported  was  64,067,000  kilogs.,  an  increase  of  13,896,370  kilogs. 
over  1911.  Kilog.  =  2-2046  lbs.  (C,  2,069.)

Attention  is  further  called  to  the  fact  that  three  volumes  of  the  “Annual 
Statement  of  the  Trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  Foreign  Countries  and 
British  Possessions  ”  for  the  year  1911  have  been  issued,  and  may  be  pur¬ 
chased*  at  a  cost  of  5s.  6d.  for  the  first  volume,  3s.  6d.  for  the  second,  and  3s.  Id. 
for  the  third.  This  publication,  which  contains  much  more  detailed  and  exhaus¬ 
tive  information  than  can  be  given  in  the  Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first 
volume  abstract  tables  for  the  years  1907-1911,  and  detailed  statements 
of  imports  and  exports  of  each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country, 
and  in  the  second  volume  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  tranship¬ 
ments  and  articles  in  bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United 
Kingdom  with  each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade 
at  each  port  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement) 
contains  a  classification  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the 
“  Annual  Statement  ’’  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  be  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consignment  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.  A  supplementary 
volume  will  continue  to  be  issued,  in  which  particulars  will  be  given,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  on  the  same  basis  as  those  published  (up  to  the  year  1908) 
in  the  first  two  volumes.  By  this  means  it  will  be  possible  to  trace  the 
details  of  the  differences  resulting  from  the  change  of  system  for  a  further 
limited  period.

The  arrangement  inaugurated  on  1st  January,  1907,  whereby  the 
names  of  British  firms  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  information 
as  to  opportunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
in  which  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
are  placed  on  a  special  Register  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has  met  with  widespread  approval,  as  evidenced 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  names  so  registered.  For¬ 
merly  no  charge  was  made  for  admission  to  the  Register,  the  only 
requirement  being  subscription  to  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 
The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  names  inscribed,  and  in  the 
amount  of  information  distributed,  having  rendered  it  necessary 
to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service,  firms  desirous  of  utilising 
this  source  of  information  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  one  guinea  to  the  Accountant  General,  Board  of  Trade,  White¬ 
hall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  for  the  service,  including  the  supply 
of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  instead  of  merely  subscribing 
to  the  “Journal,”  as  previously,  through  the  Government  Sale 
Agents.  British  firms  who  wish  to  have  their  names  registered 
should  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director,  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  the  necessary  form  of 
application. 

Admission  to  the  Register  and  retention  upon  it  will  be,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  confidential  information  which  is  communicated  to  firms  upon 
the  Register  is  received  from  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  Foreign 
Countries,  from  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial 
Trade  Correspondents  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  from  other  sources 
available  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch. 

It  may  be  stated  that  confidential  information  thus  received  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  Trade  abroad,  and  is  communicated  to 
firms  on  the  Register  in  Circular  letters.  During  1912,  1,098  such 
Circular  letters  were  prepared,  and  copies  (totalling  14G,578)  were 
despatched  to  firms  on  the  Register  interested  in  the  trades  to  which 
the  Circular  letters  respectively  related,  as  compared  with  1,091 
Circular  letters  and  copies  totalling  142,032  sent  out  in  1911. 

Note. — Apart  from  the  Special  Register  arrangements  referred  to 
above,  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  is  always  ready  to  answer 
enquiries  on  specific  subjects,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of 
British  trade  (see  below).

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NATIONAL  INSURANCE  ACT,  1911.— PART  II.— 
UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ABE  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of: — 

1297.  Brickla3’ers,  masons,  carpenters,  electricians  and  other 
workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  the  construction,  alteration, 
repair,  decoration  or  demolition  of  station  buildings,  including  the 
verandahs,  awnings,  and  protective  roofing  of  platforms.  (Applica¬ 
tion  244.) 

1298.  Workmen  engaged  in  reconstructing,  widening  or 
lengthening  railway  or  other  bridges,  involving  the  taking  down  and 
rebuilding  of  abutment  walls. 

£.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  NOT  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of : — 

1295.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  and  steel 
hardware  for  vehicles,  and  not  employed  in  mechanical  engineering 
or  in  vehicle  constructing  establishments. 

1296.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  the  repair  of  open 
platforms,  open  cattle  and  other  pens  (not  being  buildings). 
(Application  244.) 

1299.  Workmen  employed  at  a  forging  establishment,  and 
engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  lining  iron  moulds  with  bricks  in 
connection  with  the  casting  of  ingots  for  armour  plates  and  shaft¬ 
ings. 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published. 
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
